Applicants noted that the prior art does not teach the hinge pin rotatably connected to one hinge leaf and non- 
rotatably connected to the other. Examiner agreed but suggested such a limitation could be found in additional prior 
art without difficulty. Applicants asked whether there were additional limitations that could be added which would 
hasten allowability. Examiner suggested adding a limitation regarding the check body being attached to the hinge pin 
and/or the annular cam track being non-integral with the housing and leaf structures. Applicant submitted proposed 
amendments to this affect and Examiner is entering the ammendments with the notice of allowability. .

Summary of Record of Interview Requirements
